Turkey has been engaged in num- 
erous Wars with Burepean powers in 
the last century. The most notable 
was the Crimean war (1854), the 
nominal cause of which was the re- 
signs of Russia upon Constantinople, 
The Czag had contrived by diplomacy 
to set ub some claim to a protectorate 
over the Sultan's Christian subjects in 
KHurope (about three-fifths of the 
total population of European Tur- 
key), and In 1858 made elaims which 
practically involved the disappearance 
of Turkey as an independent Euro- 
pean state. Britain and France 
agreed to support Turkey, and = de- 
clared war on Russia, The war 
concluded, after many fearful en- 
Sagements, including the battle of 
Baluklava and Inkerman, fought at 
the siege of Sebastopol, with the cap- 
ture of Fort Malakoff, the key to 
the Russian position by the French, 
In 1856 the Peace of Paris was sign- 
ed, by which Russia abandoned all 
her claigs, But these were again 
set up and in 1877 Russia and Turkey 
were once more at war. This out- 
break led to the intervention of Eng- 
land, a British fleet being sent to 
the Sea of Marmora !n order to abate 
the pretensions of Russia, The re- 
sult Was a peace congress. of the 
powers at Berlin in Wune, 1878, for 
the purpose of regulating the whole 
eastern question,

The Ottomans are a 
handsome, courageous and, dignified 
set of men, but are, at the same 
time, indolent, fanatical, superstitious 
and arrogant, They obstinately re- 
sist the influences of European 
elvilization, Polygamy is confined 
almost entirely to the rich classes, 

Chief Religions of Turkey, 

The chief religions of Turkey are 
the Mohammedan and the Creek
